Stephen Schmidt, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stephen Schmidt of the Alvord 
community, arrived at the home of 
his parents last Friday night, and 
there 
was 
much 
rejoicing 
in 
the 
Schmidt family when the young man, 
just arrived in 
this country from 
France, entered the home. 
The life 
story of the young man reads like ro­ 
mance with a strong tinge of sorrow 
and trials. 
/ 
When Mr. and Mrs. Schmidt left 
Hungary, about sixteen years ago, 
Stephens, the son, was sixteen months 
of age, and upon advice of the family 
physician he was left at home with 
relatives. 
This first visit to Ameri­ 
ca of Mr. and Mrs. Schmidt was in 
the nature of a prospecting tour, and 
they thought they would probably re­ 
turn to the mother country. The land 
of the “free and the home of the 
brave" was so appealing to the sturdy 
Hungarians they decided to remain, 
and when this decision was made it 
was decided to send for the child. 
He 
continued in bad health, and again the 
doctor advised that he be left in the 
keeping of a relative. 
Occasionally, during the years that 
followed, 
information 
came to the 
Schmidts, who had located in the Al 
vord country, in Wise county, that the 
child was growing and would later be 
sent here. 
In the year 1914, when the 
war clouds were about to break in 
Europe, 
Stephen 
Schmidt 
left 
his 
home near Alvord and journeyed to 
Hungary for the purpose of getting 
his son, who was now a boy up in the 
teens, and bring him to the country 
where every man is guaranteed the 
right to worship God as he sees fit and 
proper, and where every citizen is a 
sovereign, free and unfettered. 
When Mr. Schmidt arrived in Hun­ 
gary, the war was on, and warriors 
of many nations were over-running his 
country. 
Seeing the hopelessness of 
his mission, Schmidt decided to return 
to America. 
While going to a sea­ 
port for the purpose of getting on an 
American-bound steamer, he was a r­ 
rested by the military authorities and 
put in the Hungarian army. 
Schmidt 
protested to the authorities that he 
was an American citizen, and demand­ 
ed that his consul be notified. 
The 
Hungarian officials smiled and told 
him to “fall in" the ranks. 
He was rushed to the front with the 
regiment, 
and 
in 
an 
engagement 
against the French he was wounded. 
He was put in a hospital back of the 
lines, and it was while convelascing 
that a plan of escape was formed. 
Slipping out of the hospital, Schmidt 
made his way to a seaport, and with 
the assistance of the American consul 
at the port he went aboard a merchant 
vessel flying the American flag and 
sailed .for “God’s own country." 
He 
arrived home safely and his family 
hear Alvord was over-joyed ai his re­ 
turn. 
His wife and little children had 
given up all hope of ever seeing him 
again, as reports came that he had 
been drafted into the army in Hun­ 
gary and had ben killed. 
After his return home, after the 
most thrilling experiences in his life, 
Schmidt began the fight to get his son 
to this country. He appealed to friends 
and officials of the

In seven cow-testing associations In 
New Hampshire, lilt) cows were sold 
during 12 months, and their places 
filled by more profitable animals, ac­ 
cording to a report made to the dairy 
division, United States Department of 
Agriculture.

New Hampshire associations some not­ 
able Improvement In production Is re­ 
ported. 
In six cow-testing associations in 
that state, which have beet) at work 
for two years, ID herds made an aver-

aga Increase per cow of 763 pounds of 
milk annually, 
and an iucrease of 
$49.30 In the income over cost of feed. 
In six associations that have been at 
work for three years, six herds se­ 
cured an Increase of 866 pounds In 
the milk yield per cow, and an Income 
over cost of feed of $98.31 more than 
the herds formerly averaged. 
In general, 
cow testing association 
work in New Hampshire is on a good, 
sound basis, the departm ent says. As­ 
sociation members are studying indi­ 
vidual cow records, the ability of pure­ 
bred bulls to increase production, wise 
feeding practices, and the proper rais­ 
ing of young stock. 
The Influence of 
these studies Is affecting evsn dairy­ 
men who are not members of Hie asse 
elations.

Typical Letter From Dairyman Aiding 
In “ Better Siree— Better Stock" 
Campaign.

To Illustrate how a good herd of cat­ 
tle may be developed from a small be­ 
ginning, the United States Department 
of Agriculture makes public the follow­ 
ing letter from a farmer near Nokes­ 
ville.

This letter Is typical of 
many contributed by practical farmers 
aiding in the “Better Sires—Better 
Stock" campaign 
"I am a fanner and dairyman. 
I 
milk 75 cows and raise about two 
calves a year so ns to be able to nill 
my herd two cows a yeat and replace 
with young calves 
“I started with common grades of 
ill kinds, but they were good ones. 
Then I began using my neighbor's 
purebred bull, and kept the best heif­ 
ers. 
But this was slow progress so I 
bought six grade Holstein heifers and 
also a purebred hull 
Then I added 
two purebred cows. 
“I now find a ready sale for stock 
I wish to sell, even for my g ra d e s 
When one uses a good bull and goiwl 
rows, well cared for, he does not have 
■ ny scrub calves." 
The letter points out clearly how It 
is possible for one to develop gradu­ 
ally Into a brooder of purebred and 
high-grade lire stock 


SEPARATE STALL FOR COWS 


Youngster* Prevented From Crowding 
and Nursing Bash Other's Bars— 
I s pen ss Ie 8mall. 


A Wisconsin farmer, win* had a 
number of calves, thought It might be 
well to find some means of keeping 
them separate while feeding. 
They 
pushed and pulled and “nursed" each 
other's ears so that the stronger ones 
were well fed while the weaker went 
hungry. 
Steel stanchions were an ex­ 
p e n s e which he did not feel was Justi­ 
fied with his small herd. 
At little cost and with small labor 
he built wooden stalls to which the 
calves could be tied while feeding. 
Board partitions separate them more 
completely from one another, and In­ 
dividual earthenware bowls, which fit 
Into a wooden frame, form separate 
foeding devices which may be easily 
renewed and cleaned.

“I use one gallon of stock dip to for­ 
ty or fifty gallons of water. This will 
kill fleas, ticks, mites and insects that 
I ever tried it on. 
Insects will try to 
get away from the odor of this dip. 
The idea struck me that if it did not 
kill boll weevil, that it would make 
them get farther away. 
I nailed a 
strip across plow handles, to extend 
over the cotton, saturated a sack with 
the dip, hang so as not to waste the 
dip, let sack hang on strip within three 
or four inches of the ground to keep 
sack from getting in the dirt. It dart­ 
ing cotton you drag the sack going and 
coming, the odor getting on and under 
the leaves as well as on the stalks. 
To use on cultivators, hang sack on 
axle, use vessel that can be closet!, 
make small hole in bottom of vessel, 
hsng so as the dip will drip on sack. 
This saves time

Goelet met during the New York and Palm 
Beach season the most charming young women 
from all the fashionable centers of the country.

The French woman never feels like that. 
“Her wiiole interest is centered in her hus­ 
band. 
She does not set up a personality over 
his. 
She shows him affection. 
This she be­ 
lieves is her duty. Her husband appreciates it. 
She works with him. She does not measure his 
love by the comforts and luxuries he can give 
her. 
“The French woman, I am speaking of the 
better class of course, reads much. She is very 
intellectual. She is artistic. She supplements 
masculine, commercial duties of her husband. 
She would be a part of his life but she does 
not wish to be like him. 
She does not go to 
clubs, and quite contrary to the popular no­ 
tion, she does not smoke cigarettes. 
At least, 
not to the extent that the American woman 
does. 
She is essentially feminine, but she has 
a good brain and good judgment. 
“The French girl likes to dance and amuse 
herself, but does not carry this to the extent 
that the American girl does. 
American girls 
have told me that they go to dances every eve­ 
nin'*, and sometimes dance at afternoon teas. 
French women never spend so much time away 
from their homes and families. 
They find 
these much more interesting than public enter­ 
tainment.” 
For this reason, as Mme. Delaunois outlines, 
something may be said in favor of the French 
woman’s w ifely qualities. And women of other 
European countries, that is to say, the mass of 
them, resemble the French woman in these re­ 
spects.

Charles M. Schwab, whose salary for the 
first year of his presidency of the United 
States Steel Corporation was over a million 
dollars, began his career as a “stake boy” with 
one of the subsidiary concerns at exactly $1 
a day. 
rte made the journey from the bottom to the 
top of the ladder of success in the incredibly 
short period of 15 years. 
His life furnishes one of the tost remarkable 
stories of the romance of business in the world. 
How' did he accomplish this remarkable feat? 
W as it luck? Yes, in the sense that all of our 
successes may be called lucky strokes. But no, 
ii by that is meant mere accident. 
The senior Schwab was a hard worker, and he 
tolerated no drones in his family. 
Before 
“Charlie” was 15 he was driving the stage 
coach from Loretto to Cresson. 
It is charac­ 
teristic of Schwab that he began making 
friends even in that early age, and there are 
old men living today who can remember his 
cheery face and pleasant greeting when he was 
handling the reins. 
Even as a boy he had what, for want of a 
better name, is called “magnetism.” 
Ile pos­ 
sessed the gift of making people like him. This 
did not require any effort on his part. 
It was 
inherent and natural. 


Took Store Job. 
Pretty soon he met a man who told him he 
could get a job at $10 a week in one of the gen­ 
eral stores in that part of Pennsylvania. 
He 
jumped at the chance and at the age of 18 we 
find him getting up at daylight and working 
until IO o’clock, and thinking he was pretty 
well paid at that. Today many of the men at 
his steel mills think they are doing only fairly 
well if they make $10 a day. 
Back of the counter “Charlie” Schwab was 
just as much of a success as he had been on the 
seat of the coach. One of the customers at the 
general store was old Bill Jones, who was the 
guiding spirit in the Edgar Thompson Steel 
Company. He took the youth to see the plant 
one day, and Schwab was fascinated by the 
sight of the hot metal and the wonderful pro­ 
cess of turning out steel. 
Ile asked Bill Jones for a job. 
Now, no one could refuse anything to 
“Charlie” Schwab at that time, any more than 
they can today, and ho got the job on sight. 
He hadn’t the faintest idea what he was to 
do, or how much he was to be paid. Later he 
learned that he was to be a “stake boy” for 
the engineers, and that he was giving up a job 
that paid $10 a week. He was not thinking of 
the present, but of the future. 
He studied engineering at night and secured 
a promotion. 
After a few years he was in 
charge of a corps of engineers with a salary 
of $250 a month. 
This might have seemed 
like the summit of success to some, but it was 
only the beginning for this ambitious Loretto 
boy. 
He made himself useful to Bill Jones in 
a hundred ways. Soon lie attracted the atten­ 
tion of Andrew* Carnegie. When the time came 
to build the Homestead works, Jones recom­ 
mended Schwab for the job. 
Grateful to Jones. 
So Schwab built this plant, and it was a great 
success and reflected credit upon him, and 
upon Bill Jones for having recommended him. 
It is good to note that Schwab never tires of 
telling howr much Jones did for him, and how 
his encouragement and friendship enabled him 
to succeed beyond his expectations. 
Now', the time was coming when all the great 
steel mills were to be merged into the United 
States Steel Corporation, 
Schwab, who had 
vision and imagination, was the master spirit 
in this business, and when it wras consummated, 
J. Pierpont Morgan said that “Charlie” Schw'ab 
was the natural man for the presidency of the 
gigantic concern. He also told him that he had 


decided upon the salary of the post. 
“The place,” he said, “will pay a million dol­ 
lars a year.” 
If he expected “Charlie” Schwab to faint 
with astonishment and gratitude, he was mis­ 
taken. Instead, the Loretta boy gave the great 
financier the shock of his life. 
“I decline tile offer—I do not care to work 
for a salary.” 
Ho said he was willing to take a per cent on 
all over seven million dollars earned by the com­ 
pany in its first year. 
As a result of this, he made over a million 
dollars, did this master of men who had de­ 
clared that “bare hands grip success better 
than kid gloves.” 


Major-General George W. Goethals. 
Loyalty leads to success! 
That is the keynote of the life creed of Ma­ 
jor General George W. Goethals, a great engi­ 
neer and the builder of the Panama Canal. 
When that big project was discussed in 
Washington it was decided that it should be 
placed under the supervision of some callable 
army officer who was also an engineer. 
Sixteen names were given to the Secretary 
of War and by him transm itted to the Presi­ 
dent—the pick and cream of the army. 
President Roosevelt selected George Wash­ 
ington Goethals from this list and told him to 
go and build the canal. 
He had no other instructions. 
But he built that canal, and that great water­ 
way will forever link the names of Theodore 
Roosevelt and George W. Goethals. 
M as an Errand Boy. 
But before building the canal he had built 
his own character—a character that has stood 
the test of time. 
He was born in Brooklyn, the son of Hol- 
landish parents, and he began his business ca­ 
reer at the age of l l as an errand boy in a 
broker’s office. 
That did not seem like a promising start, but 
the youngster was not hypnotized by the bulls 
and bears. He was thinking of bigger things. 
In imagination he pictured himself a soldier. 
In order to become a soldier—an officer— it 
was necessary to go to West Point. It was es­ 
sential that he should be given a recommenda­ 
tion by a member of Congress. 
Goethals had 
some difficulty in obtaining this, but event­ 
ually received the “O. K.” of the famous “Sun­ 
set” Cox. 
At West Point he improved each shining 


hour and he had the distinction of standing 
number four in a class of fifty-four. 
I In* only surprising thing is that he was not 
number one. 
Ile graduated in 1880, and since that time his 
career has been a series of promotions until he 
reached his present important position. 
He 
wears more medals than John P. Sousa—and 
that is going some. Most of them are from col­ 
leges and learned societies which have wanted 
to show their appreciation of his great engi­ 
neering ability. 
One of his early triumphs was the Muscle 
Shoals construction on the Tennessee, 
It w*as 
this w ork, among other things, that commended 
him to President Roosevelt. 
He was chief of engineers during the Span- 
ish-American war, and it is significant that 
there were no failures laid at his door. 
It was General Wilson, one of his superiors, 
who gave a vivid pen picture of the man in a 
single paragraph. 
“Whenever I gave Goethals anything to do,” 
he said, “I relieved my mind of it, because I 
knew it would be done right.” 
Suppose your superior was able to give you 
<i recommendation like that? 
It would mean 
that you were a success. 
It would mean that 
you would be in demand. And the man who is 
in demand can select his own work and com­ 
mand his own salary. 
I here has never been a day since General 
Goethals graduated from West Point that he 
has not been in great demand. At the begin­ 
ning of the war he quit private enterprises in 
order to place himself at the disposal of his 
countt j. 
I he work he did in that crisis was 
al ways done right 
A tier the war he had more 
offers than he could accept. 
It has been said that his chief service in Pan­ 
ama was his ability to handle men. There was 
no question of the engineering talent, but there 
was doubt about the labor. 
Goethals settled 
that problem before he had been in the Canal 
/one a week. 
He let the men understand that he favored 
^e ugh ort rate of wages and the best work­ 
ing conditions, but he insisted upon absolute 
loyalty—and he got it. 
Loyalty, as has been said, is his creed, 
He 
nas put it in these words: 
Loyalty is at the basis of success. 
There 
is no real success without this quality.” 
One of the reasons why he was so successful 
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LOST

Clos­ 
ing our ear to the appeal of a man who listened 
to your appeal a few months before is some­ 
thing few men will do, especially when good 
arguments are put forth showing the need of 
the man’s services by the state. And then there 
is the strength of union—the strength which 
comes of the pooling of issues. Plainly stated 
it is, "Help me provide for my friends and I ll 
help you to make provision for yours." As a 
work of gratitude and friendly co-operation 
it is beautiful; and who can say aught against 
the man who remembers his friends? I can t. 
But it gets nowhere when it comes to abolish­ 
ing departments, reducing the number on the 
state’s pay roll and lowering the tax rate. Our 
present Governor promised reductions. 
He 
meant it, too, and he has made a bold attempt 
to carry out every promise he made on the 
stump, but if you will take the time and ti pu­ 
bic to interview him he will tell that reducing 
the number of official positions is a harder 
task than holding a bull-tongue plow on a hard 
ridge.

But it’s a fact that the state, like nearly ev- 
everything else, is suiiering from lost motion. 
The Big state’s engine is turning many shafts, 
pulley and wheels that turn nothing else. These 
go round and round, making more power and 
fuel necessary, but they render little or no 
service. We should lighten the load so it would 
not take so much fuel to keep the big engine 
going. Some day, no doubt, we will remove all 
the useless shafts and pulleys and require ev­ 
ery pulley and shaft to turn something. This 
is the golden dream of every real stateseman 
and the desire of every tax payer. I shall not 
say it is merely an altruistic dream. It is at­ 
tainable. But I assert that to usher in such a 
reform will never be an easy task, and I am 


sure that every man who has served the stat 
of Texas as law-maker or executive will cor­ 
roborate and verify my assertion.

Speaking of lost motion, let us think for a 
moment how much of it there is, and what an 
efficient world—what an easy world to get by 
in—ours would be if all lost motion were taken 
up and well used. 
I will not attempt an ex­ 
haustive discussion of the theme, for this would 
prove too tedious.

point out all the losses from useless and undi­ 
rected motion the sum total would stagger hu­ 
manity and cause all of us to rebuke ourselves 
beyond our blame for our wastefulness. I pass 
up the loss of jaw motion through unnecessary 
talk and chewing for the reason that it might 
give offense to the women. But the other day 
I noticed a big black dog. The canine stood as 
if lost in thought and meditation, his caudal ap­ 
pendage going round and round with all the 
precision and regularity of a pulley or a shaft. 
In all these revolutions there was no purpose or 
plan for good. The dog was exerting his God- 
given power aimlessly and wastefully. 
J hoi 
was force, but without aim or direction— 
merely lost motion. 
The power thus wasted 
might have turned a sewing machine or. churn, 
and aided in solving domestic problems, but, 
like many other limbs of power, it turned noth­ 
ing. There are millions of dogs in this world 
of ours, and most of them have tails, 
allose 
tails are wagged and twisted to no good pur­ 
pose. Think what a mighty power for good it 
every doves tail were harnessed and put to use­ 
ful work. The combined power of the wagging 
of all dogs’ tails would turn most of the world s 
machinery and do most of the world’s pulling, 
pushing and lifting. And dogs are very easy 
to raise; and one hardly ever dies except at the 
hands of the dog catcher.

MACHINES FOR SHINING SHOES TO BE 
MADE IN TEXAS. 
B ryan is to be the location of a factory 
which is to produce som ething new under

run — machines 
fo r 
shining 
shoes. 
The B ryan Automatic Shoe Polishing Company 
bas ju s t obtained a charter from the secre­ 
tary of state and has begun the erection of a 
factory w ith equipment costing $50,000. Well 
known Texans are interested in the business. 
The autom atic shoe polishing machine, which 
has been patented, is the only machine of its 
kind in the world, according to Lee J. Roun­ 
tree, one of the directors of tile company. 
It 
will polish a pair of shoes in 50 seconds and a 
shoe shining parlor with six machines will be 
able co polish 210 pairs of shoes in an hour. 
The pattern machine was made in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and will be on exhibition in Dallas, Fort 
Worth, 
Houston, Waco, 
San Antonio and 
Austin. 


UNIQUE METHC0)S OF SMUGGLING ARE 
PRACTICED IN EL PASO. 
It. m ust be interesting to have the duties of 
inspector in the city of El Paso, as there are 
various ways the smugglers have of doing busi­ 
ness. 
A m an was recently arrested at the in­ 
tel national

whose 
automobile 
was 
stuffed w ith liquor. 
He had removed all the 
upholstering from the cushions and had stuffed 
half-pint bottles—there were a hundred of 
them—neatly about the car. 
Inspectors searching women recently have 
found th at they were w earing rubber bottles 
and long rubber tubes about their bodies to 
carry their liquor in. 
The person who smuggles narcotics is more 
difficult to catch, 
lf he is a user of drugs he 
is detected by the look in his eyes and his com­ 
plexion, but if he is not he is hard to find in a 
crowd. 
One smuggler carried sufficient n ar­ 
cotics in the false bowl of a pipe to make him ­ 
self a nice sum of money. 
Another carried a 
profitable amount of morphine in his watch 
charm, behind a small picture. 


TEXAS TO HAVE TOURIST CAMPS. 
The need of camps for auto tourists has been 
brought before the minds of the people of Texas 
and as a result many of these camps have been 
planned and some have materialized. The camp 
at Galveston is a model “auto camp.” Two cot­ 
tages of the bungalow' type, shade to cover au­ 
tomobiles and two army field kitchens comprise 
the camp. Lights, fuel and w ater are to be free, 
but tourists m ust provide their own bedding. 
The camp is being erected by beach interests. 
JI. F. Forbes of Chillicothe has donated to his 
city a cam p site on the Colorado to Gulf H igh­ 
way, to be known as Forbes Park. 
The park 
is equipped w ith braizers and wood piles and 
will have fresh water, roasting pits, tables, 
benches and tent sites. 


WORLD’S SMALLEST ARMY HAS BEEN 
FOUND. 
It is a queer story, but told in good faith, of 
the world’s smallest army, as told by Mexican 
officials in El Paso. 
The commander of this 
army is General Augustin Cardenas. 
D uring 
the days of the revolutions in Mexico, General 
Cardenas was more or less of a leader, but as 
more peaceful times came all of his force left 
the army for more pleasant or profitable paths 
of life—th at is, all of his force except one pri­ 
vate. He still remains true and faithful to his 
leader. 
The story goes that Cardenas is still general 
and in command of his arm y, though its ranks 
are depleted to one man. 
The arm y is in hid­ 
ing, but federal troops have been told to make 
the General lay down his sword and surrender 
his command. 


MEXICANS ARE RETURNING TO THEIR 
COUNTRY. 
Inform ation comes from El Paso that large 
numbers of Mexican m iners are returning to 
Mexico daily from Arizona and New Mexico 
because of the closing of the copper mines. Th*1 
Mexican 
government furnishes 
transporta­ 
tion. 
They are passing through El Paso and 
Jaurez at the rate of about 450 a day. 
The 
workers are being shipped from Jaurez to the 
interior of Mexico in long box car trains run­ 
ning tw'o or three times weekly. 
Mexican 
women, some of them prominent residents of 
El Paso, have opened a restaurant and give two 
meals a day to penniless workmen stranded in 
that city on their way back to their Mexican 
homes. 
Money for the meals was raised by 
subscription from the Mexican populace of El 
Paso. 


CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING SYSTEM TO 
HANDLE RIO GRADE VALLEY 
ALFALFA CROP. 
The organization of a co-operative m arket­ 
ing association to handle the alfalfa crop of the 
Rio Grande Valley is being planned. 
More 
than 200 farm ers who raise alfalfa are inter­ 
ested in the project, which is being encouraged 
by the county farm bureau. 
Co-operative sys­ 
tems for m arketing cantaloupes, pears and 
other garden products have geen doing a suc­ 
cessful business for years in the Rio Grande 
Valley. 


Laredo who have just returned from a tour 
of Mexico, conditions were never better in 
that country. 
The general air of content, the 
satisfaction that Mexico is now at peace w ith­ 
in and without, and the feeling th a t the 
political question is now settled are so appar­ 
ent as to cause comment from those who 
have known the republic under different condi­ 
tions during the past decade. 
The transportation situation is the only 
thing th at hampers industry and trade. 
A 
shortage of rolling stock is still prevalent, 
although it is daily being improved. 
Above 
all, there is a shortage of competent engi­ 
neers and mechanics. 
The plan of the Mexi­ 
can authorities is to employ only Mexicans so 
long as the available men can be found, con­ 
sequently there is no tendency to employ 
Americans for these positions. 
Another report comes from El Paso that a 
large party of business men of th at city who 
have just returned from a two weeks’ excur­ 
sion to the west coast of Mexico, declared 
that more trade throughout Sonora and Sina­ 
loa and the whole western part of Mexico 
awaits the American m anufacturer and jobber 
than they ever expected. 
The party did busi­ 
ness in every town they went through, mem­ 
bers stated, and arranged to do more business 
in future. 
The business men said th at millions of dol­ 
lars in trade were w aiting for American firms 
to obtain. 
The Mexicans are looking for 
American m arkets for their products and al­ 
though credit is needed, business connections 
sufficient to do a large amount of business 
were not difficult to make. 


TEXAS IS RICH IN RESOURCES 
There are a number 
of 
inhabitants 
of 
the Lone S tar State who do not know about 
the vast resources of their state and for their 
benefit 
information 
has 
been 
compiled 
to 
show th at Texas leads in sulphur production, 
furnishing about one-half of the sulphur sup­ 
ply of the world. 
Texas is second only to 
California in the production of quicksilver, 
about 10,000 flasks being mined annually in 
the Big Bend country. 
Texas is also one of 
the leading states in the m anufacture of 
pottery, brick and tile. 
There are a number 
of large wall plaster plants of gypsum de­ 
posits. 
Texas has 700 sawmills, which pro­ 
duce about 3,000,000,000 board feet of lumber 
annually, while IO per cent of the yellow pine 
timber of the United States now stands within 
Texas’ borders, and these are being developed. 
More than 103,000,000 barrels of oil were 
produced in Texas oil fields last year. 
This 
state ranked second in crude petroleum pro­ 
duction, California alone leading her. 
These 
two states alone produced nearly one-half of 
the crude petroleum produced in the past 
twelve months. 
Though second in oil pro­ 
duction, Texas leads the nation in the output 
of her oil refineries, more than one-fourth of 
the oil of the United States being relined in 
this state. 
In 1920, Texas was first in the production 
of cotton, sorghum, mules and beef cattle. 
She stood second in the production of rice 
and was third in broo u t * cora, peanuts a n d 
horses. 
She ranked better than tenth in the 
production of a dozen or more articles. 
The 
combined farm and ranch output during 1920 
was nearly $1,500,000,000. 
During 1920, Texas led the states of the 
Union in the agricultural production, accord­ 
ing to the latest issue of the National Trade 
Guide. 
The Department of Agriculture placed 
the total value of crops at $727,400,000, while 
that of Iowa, the nearest competitor, was 
$459,191,000. 
A few years ago the Lone 
Star State was quite a distance behind Iowa 
and several other states. 
Much has been said for many years about 
the bigness of Texas and the state’s adm irers 
were wont to i*eel oil eulogies based largely on 
acreage. 
During the past decade or two, 
however, the rapid development of the various 
agricultural industries and the exploitation 
of sulphur, oil and other resources have given 
the state’s press agents something more a t­ 
tractive to talk about. 
If Texas could be 
placed upon a pedestal right before one’s eyes 
where he could see it all at one time, two 
things would be more apparent: 
First, Texas’ 
great production of raw material. 
The big­ 
gest thing about Texas is its capacity for 
being bigger. 
Texas will continue to grow 
for many years before anything about her 
becomes intensified. 
If Texas had the popu­ 
lation per square mile th at Missouri has to­ 
day, the Lone Star State would have 25,000,- 
000 inhabitants. 


COTTON ( ROP FOR 1920 IS GIVEN OUT 
BY THE GOVERNMENT 
The total of the cotton ginnings for the 
crop year 1920 has ju st been made public 
by the government. 
This shows a grand 
total of 4,130,197 bales for Texas, against 


2,960,335 bales for 1919. 
Williamson county 
leads among the counties of the state with 
Ellis county coming second. 
Tile number of 
bales produced by some of the big counties 
are as follows: 
Williamson, 157,678; Ellis, 
145,994; McLennan, 133,373; Navarro, 98,- 
716; Bell, 97,925; Hill, 94,800; Falls, 80,845; 
Kaufman, 70.005; Limestone, 80,738; Milam,

Captain Robert C. Woodside, Commander 
in Chief of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
who is touring tile country in the interest of 
this organization, addressed men who served in 
the forces of the United States on foreign 
land or w ater in Dallas recently. 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars was organ­ 
ized over tw enty years ago but Captain Wood­ 
side feels th at there should be more members, 
consequently he is touring the country in that 
interest. 
The qualification for membership is 
service in the army, navy or marine corps 
in foreign waters or on foreign soil. 
Includ­ 
ed in its ranks are veterans of the Mexican 
war of 1846, the Spanish-American war of 
1898, the China Relief Expeditions and those 
who served outside the United States in the 
World War. 
The organization has sponsored relief meas­ 
ures tor veterans and m aintains a legisla­ 
tive committee in W ashington, D. C., which 
acts in conjunction with the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, Vocational Training Bureau 
and other governmental agencies to assist 
the ex-service man. 
Captain Woodside, for gallant work in the 
Aisne-Marne offensive, won the Distinguished 
Service Cross. 
He is a veteran of the Phil­ 
ippines, the Boxer Rebellion and was a re­ 
tired lieutenant-colonel in the Pennsylvania 
national guard when the United States en­ 
tered the w ar with Germany. 
An Americanization campaign is among the 
activities of the organization. 
It is based on 
the following resolutions; 
“T h at this organization do everything with­ 
in its power to eliminate the hyphen in or­ 
ganizations composed of residents or citizens 
of the United States. 
“T hat this organization endeavor to bring 
about the speaking of the language of our 
country at all times and in .ill places within 
the boundaries of the United States. 
“That this organization emphatically favors 
the publication of newspapers in the language 
of our country and positively discourage as 
an act of disloyalty the publication of news­ 
papers iii the language of any other country 
or race. 
“That we use our utm ost efforts through 
legislation and through other means to in­ 
sist th at the alien population of this country 
prepare to become citizens or prepare to leave 
the country until they change their minds 
and furtherm ore th at all aliens who for cause 
have refused citizenship be at once deported.’’ 


PRESENT AGITATION FOR DIVISION OF 
TEXAS BRINGS MEMORIES OF 
OTHER TALK OF DIVISION 
That the present agitation for division of 
Lie Lone S tar State is not the first of its kind 
in the state’s history is brought forth in a 
record of other such resolutions and move­ 
ments ju st brought to light. 
In 1870 the State legislature took up the 
question of dividing Texas, but nothing ever 
came of it. 
A concurrent resolution was in­ 
troduced in the House of Representatives on 
August 2, 1870, and adopted. 
However, the 
record ol the resolution shows no action bv 
the Senate. 
From this it is taken that the 
.resolution was never considered and died on 
the calendar. 
The resolution read as follows: 
Resolved th at the Legislature recognizes 
the im portance of an early division, ’upon 
equitable lines, of this state into two or more 
other states and to this end, 
“Resolved th at a committee of five be ap­ 
pointed to act with a committee from tile 
senate to take up consideration of this sub­ 
ject and report at the next session of the 
legislature.”

the sale of $40,000,000 worth of Federal Land 
Bank Bonds to finance loans to farm ers are 
successful. 
The bank at Houston has about 
$2,000,000 in approved loans which can be 
made as soon as money is available.

will leave about $3,000,000 to finance new 
loans. 
While this is not expected to satisfy 
the demands lot' loans it probably will relieve 
the credit situation to some extent. 


SALVATION ARMY TO BUILD HOME FOR 
WORKING GIRLS 
Plans for the construction and operation of 
a working girl's home in W ichita Falls were 
drawn recently by the North Texas Board 
of the Salvation Army. 
It is planned to 
operate the home at cost, and according to 
tentative outlines, girls will l>e sheltered and 
led for the nominal sum of $7.50 per week. 
This action was prompted by recent wage 
cuts, directors announced, the reduction caus­ 
ing hardships to many girls earning their 
own livlihood.

The slope of the road causes 
the right rear tire to carry 
more weight than the left rear 
tire. Thus the right rear wears 
the Luster of the 
two. 
The 
right frout also will wear more 
rapidly than the left front, for 
the same reason. 
However, as the left 
rear 
wheel receives a driving pull 
while the right front does not, 
it will wear tho faster of the 
two. 
Under average conditions 
the light rear tire wears out 
first and the left front last. 
To secure uniform wear from 
a set of tires, change 
them 
around about once

month. 
Particularly ’ is it important to 
reverse the rear tires.

it would float in the air, yet it was so strong 
[that she could pull off quite a length.

+ cocoon was very hard and this bothered her. 
-Finally she hit upon the idea of soaking one 
ol the cocoons in warm water.

was th at she was better able to extract the 
thread. 
She wound it on her fingers in one 
continuous thread nearly 2,000 feet long. 
It 
was yellow. 
The beautiful silken threads obtained in 
this m anner fascinated Si-Ling-Chi, and she 
decided to find some way in which to utilize 
r them. 
A fter weeks of study and experim ent 
she ordered the ladies of her court to gather 
in the garden. 
There she showed them her 
ciaide methods of gathering and reeling the 
silk and set them all to work learning to help 
her. 
Soon she taught them to weave gar­ 
ments and to embroider. 
In a short tim e the 
emperor and all the court were attired in 
garm ents of purest silk, of dazzling beauty. 
The neighboring countries sought vainly for 
the secret of silk. 
China held the secret and 
monopoly of export to all parts of Asia, India, 
Persia and Arabia for many centuries. 
Tile 
death penalty was decreed for the crime of 
sending or taking 
the silkworm, its eggs, or 
the seeds of the white mulberry tree out 
of 
China. 
All went well with the Chinese silk industry 
until about 350 B. C., when a prince of India 
visited China and won the love of a demure 
Chinese princess, 
who accompanied 
him to 
India via the elopement and caravan route, 
taking, hidden in 
her sandals, the 
eggs of 
silkworms and seeds of tile white m ulbeny 
tree. 
W ithin three moons of the arrival in 
. India of the runaway princess, she disappear­ 
ed mysteriously between suns but it was too 
late to save the secret. 
She had not only 
delivered to her love the eggs and the seeds, 
’ but had taught him all that she had learned 
ol silk in the royal palace in China. 


A FOX AS A RAT CATCHER 
It is well known th at rats ale often to be 
found in large numbers on board ship, but 
^there may be people who do not know that 
they also frequent coal mines. 
There they become a great nuisance. They 
steal the food from the dinner cans of the 
m iners; they rush to the bams when the 
mules are being fed, and cats are taken dow n 
the shafts and kept iii Hie mines so as to 
reduce the number of the rodents. 
There was a coal mine, however, in Lacka­ 
wanna Valley, Pennsylvania, w hich had, a few 
years ago, a better rat catcher than any cat 
ever showed itself to be. 
One m orning the mine foreman had stepped 
into the car and started down the shaft, when 
a fox leaped into the shaft and landed on the 
car close beside him. 
The fox was trembling all over, and looked 
as if it had been chased by a hound for hours. 
It had evidently plunged into the shaft to 
escape from its pursuer.

HOW ESKIMO BOYS HUNT 
In the far North in May and June immense 
numbers of eider ducks fly along the coast, 
bound for their breeding-grounds far to the 
east of Point Barrow, Alaska. 
At this season 
every person, male and female, is supplied 
with the Eskimo implement called by them 
ke-love-i-tow-tin, which is made as follows: 
Eight balls, three quarters of an inch in 
diameter, are cut from ivory or bone, with a 
tip or ear through which a hole is drilled. 
Eight strands ol finely-braided sinew are tied 
to these balls. 
At the opposite 
ends 
the 
strands are brought together, each of exactly 
the same length, and tied to ten or twelve 
quills of some sea fowl, when the implement 
is ready for use. 
The bunch 
of 
quills is 
grasped with the right hand, while the fingers 
of the left comb out the strand, and when all 
clear the balls are held between the forefinger 
and the thumb. 
This is done in a few minutes when a flock 
of ducks are seen approaching. 
When the 
game is near enough, with a quick, circular 
motion, just the same as throwing a stone 
with a sling, the missile is launched among 
the flying birds, when, if one of these strands 
crosses the neck or the* wing of a duck, it 
brings it to the ground, where it is then 
captured. 
The action of the air on the strings tends 
to separate the bails in their Hight, so th at 
they cover quite a space, and if the birds are 
bunched they often bring one down, and the 
boy or girl that can do this is proud and 
happy.

They run in packs and do not hesi­ 
tate to 
attack travelers upon the roads and 
trails. 
Only recently a party of five Mexicans 
were making their way along a well traveled 
highway near Cuatro Cienegas when 
they 
were attacked by wolves. 
The men made a 
desperate resistance, but were finally over­ 
com e by the hungry animals. 
The skeletons 
j of the victims, stripped of all 
flesh, 
were 
found the following day by travelers, who 
happened to be passing that way. 
At the 
Tacuba ranch, near San Pedro, a night w atch­ 
man was attacked and killed by wolves. Many 
cases of attacks being made by the animals 
and in which they were killed or driven off 
are reported. 


AERIAL FOES 
A Swiss aviator has recently been iii com­ 
bat with another bird of passage—a large 
and powerful eagle. 
The bird evidently re­ 
sented pretty strongly Hie aeronauts' entry 
into his domain, for he gave chase, and an­ 
noyed him for some considerable time. Event­ 
ually, the airman was 
forced 
to 
descend, 
owing to the bird’s persistency. 
Before landing, however, he took every pos­ 
sible means to rid himself of his torm entor, 
lie looped the loop, nose-dived, righted the 
machine again, completed a series of circles, 
but all to no avail. 
The eagle had him every 
time. 
This incident occurred some 5,000 feet 
above St. Moritz, and created quite a stir. 
I hat birds and insects take more than a 
passing interest in the strides man has made 
in the flying world is described by a French 
naturalist and airman. 
During the war he 
was in charge ol a captive balloon, and says 
that the numbers of birds and insects a t­ 
tn acted to his aerial craft were enormous. 
They not only came to look, but to stay, and 
he was thus able to secure many rare speci­ 
mens. 


DANTE’S LOVE FOR WOMAN 
Dante discovered Woman. 
A t least, the 
Sweetheart. 
His visions of the life after death are, of 
course, fantastical, and he probably never in­ 
tended they should be taken otherwise. 
But 
the one big thing Dante did that laid his 
hand upon the six centuries following him, 
his great contribution to the point of view' 
of modern civilization, is that he idealized 
woman. 
His was the strongest and most influential 
of all the voices of the Renaissance that sang 
ol woman as an inspiration, and not merely 
as a delight or a desire; of woman as some­ 
thing to be good for, and not only to fight for, 
but long for and die for. 
And Dante probably did more to idealize 
love than any other man. 
He is Hie real 
lather of th at theme of romantic affection 
which is the dominating tone of western liter­ 
ature since his day. 
He is m ore than a literary figure; he is a 
landmark in social evolution.

years old.

and Nineveh.

Dolls of clay, of blue and red and yellow 
china, ol a hard, celluloid-like substance, the 
secret of whose m anufacture is now lost. Even 
gold and silver dolls, with toy 
cradles

match, have been found. 


RAIN DISSOLVES ROCK 
When we see great boulders of hard rock 
such as granite, it seems almost incredible 
th at rain has the power of melting them. 
In 
rain there are two things in addition to w ater 
which assist this wonderful process. 
These 
are nitric acid and carbonic acid, and these 
are formed in the rain when the oxygen and 
nitrogen become charged with electricity as 
so often happens during thunderstorm s. 
Of 
these two acids that slowly eat their way into 
the rocks, perhaps carixmie acid is the* more 
im portant. 
By its action it gradually melts 
the hard granite upon which the rain falls 
and so transform s it, first into sandstone and 
afterw ards into sand. 
Of course this process 
is a very slow one, but it goes on with a 
wonderful certainty. 
These two acids in rain 
are even more im portant in their relation to 
Ii Ie, for carbonic and nitric acids form part 
of the food upon which all plants live.

PARRISH OF TEXAS NEW SALEM JULY 31 


/ ‘On the job” is the homely and 
expressive motto which the Hon. Lu­ 
cian W. Parrish of Texas, has adopt­ 
ed to guide his legislative career. 
Mr. Parrish holds that a man honor­ 
ed by an election to the house of 
representatives owes it to his con­ 
stituency and to himself to perform 
the duty of the position faithfully 
without shirking responsibility and 
without spending his time in tim 
pursuits of pleasure or personal ends. 
Holding to this view of the duties of 
a legislator, Mr. Parrish has attend­ 
ed regularly the meetings of the 
house, every meeting of the commit­ 
tees of which he is a member. 
He 
has missed but one record vote of 
house since he became a member of 
it. 
Mr. Parrish is a working mem­ 
ber of congress, doing with his might 
and with rare conscientiousness what 
he was sent to the capitol to do by 
the voters of his native state. 
By giving undivided attention and 
study to the procedure, the legisla­ 
tion offered, and the debates on the 
floor, Mr. Parrish knows what is go­ 
ing on in the house. He works hard 
in committee and thoroughly masters 
all subjects there presented. 
Mr. 
Parrish does not often make speech 
es on the floor of the house. 
It is 
only when urgency demands it, when 
some important view of the matter 
before the house needs elucidation 
that he modestly rises and addresses 
his fellow members, but when he 
does so they invariably listen, for 
they have learned that the gentleman 
from Texas does not speak unless he 
has something worth while to say 
and his ability as a speaker is recog­ 
nized by his colleagues.

cloak rooms, within call of the speak­ 
er and always “on the Job.’’ 
Mr. Parrish was a lawyer with 
large outside financial interests when 
the time for the congressional elec­ 
tions arrived in 1918. 
That year be 
amazed and electrified his friends in 
Henrietta, Texas, by declaring he was 
going to run for congress. 
Up to 
that time he had never held public 
office, though he had been active in 
town, county and state affairs us anv 
public spirited citizen might be. 
H*- 
was triumphantly elected as a plain 
business man and upon a business 
platform. 
He went to Washington 
and from the beginning has mad.* 
himself felt and served with such 
ability that he was re-elected to the 
sixty-seventh congress without op p o ­ 
sition in the democratic primaries 
and defeated his republican oppon­ 
ent by sixteen thousand votes, a ma­ 
jority o i more than seven to one. 
Mr. Parrish was born and grew' to 
manhood in Texas. 
He was educat­ 
ed in the public schools of Joy, Texas, 
in the Bowie public school and the 
Denton State Normal school. 
Lat^r 
he spent seven years at the State Un­ 
iversity at Austin, graduating with 
honor both as a college student and 
from the law school. He entered up­ 
on the practice of law' at Henrietta 
and was successful for ten years up 
to the time that he entered the balls 
of congress as the representative of 
the people with whom he had spent 
his life. 
Mr. Parrish is in the prime of ife, 
a tall man with the physique of an 
athlete. 
He has a most pleasing per­ 
sonality. and is a man of power. 
He 
paid for his education by his own ef­ 
forts. 
Only the best in the state of 
Texas was good enough. 
He beat in 
the gates of learning and drank the 
fountains dry. 
His personality mad * 
him friends at every turn in his ca­ 
reer and he enjoys the undivided es­ 
teem of the people as a trustworthy 
and conservative business man and 
voters of the district of twelve coun­ 
ties which he represents, incidentally 
an area about as big as New Eng­ 
land, much larger than several of th * 
smaller states of the union. 
Whatever the future may have in 
store for Mr. Parrish, it is sufficient 
to say that he has done and is doing 
well the task to which he has turn­ 
ed his attention.

COMMEND NEFF ON 
STAND FOR RIGHT 


A mass meeting was held in the 
district court room Monday, Hon. C. 
V. Terrell calling the meeting to or­ 
der in a short address, and Hon. R. 
E. Carswell being elected chairman. 
Mr. Carswell addressed the meeting 
and vigorously defended Governor 
Neff in his fight for law enforcement, 
his efforts to curtail the expenses of 
our state government, exposure of 
graft, and his stand for the redis­ 
tricting of the state.

condition financially than ever before, 
and,“Whereas, the tax-payer is sorely 
oppressed by the ever-increasing bur­ 
den of taxation— from a four-cent 
rate on the $100 vauation during 
Governor Campbell’s administration, 
to a thirty-five-cent rate on the $100 
valuation, and, 
“ Whereas, there is no way the 
Dean law can be enforced as to the 
selling of whiskey, and, 
“Whereas, the bootlegger can sell 
his whiskey to whomsoever he pleas­ 
es and cannot be convicted upon the 
unsupported testimony of the pur­ 
chaser unless a statute is passed sim­ 
ilar to the one in operation under 
the old local option law, and as rec­ 
ommended by the governor, and, 
“Whereas, the governor has taken 
a firm stand for strict enconomy, law 
enforcement and exposure of graft, 
and advocates the redistricting of the 
state in a manner that will insure 
fair representation to all portions of 
the state— 
“Therefore, be it resolved that we 
most earnestly commend Governor 
Neff in the gallant fight that he is 
making for law enforcement, against 
graft, for economy in state affairs, 
the adoption of the Morris bill, his 
efforts to have the state redistricted,
